THERE IS NO LONGER DOUBT that 
the German ring about Leningrad has been 
broken. 
The 
city's 
resistance

seventeen-month German siege has been 
one of the major Russian miracles of the 
war. 
When Hitler ordered the city taken by 
storm in 1941, 300 000 German soldiers at­ 
tacked, only to be thrown back by the Red 
defenders. 
Ever since, In circumstances al­ 
most unbearable, the 2,000 000 Inhabitants 
of Leningrad have held their city. 
Meager 
supplies came to them by air and by way 
of Lake Ladoga. 
To break the siege of Leningrad the 
Russians had fco blast their way through 
eight miles of solid Nazi defenses. 
Thou­ 
sands of Germans were killed. 
It is almost 
Impossible not to reach fhe conclusion that 
a great part of the Russian strength is 
German weakness. 
This conclusion does 
no d; -credit to the courage and tenacity of 
the Russian armies, but it seems obvious 
that the long offensive war waged by Ger­ 
many on the eastern front has sapped the 
military power of Hitler 'a forces. 
All along the line, from North to South 
where the Russian forces are closing the 
Caucasus trap, the picture is the same. 
Today the Allied nations are watching with 
rising hope these signs of failing strength. 
The rising of the siege of Leningrad la an 
important milestone along the hard road 
to victory.
